FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 


As  the  tempo  of  America's  war  effort  mounts, 
demands  upon  its  citizens  for  service  become  more 
numerous  and  exacting.  To  some  comes  the  call  to 
arms;  others  to  public  service  and  still  others  to  de- 
fense industries  and  organizations.  No  one  can  pos- 
sibly escape  if  he  would.  All  must  bear  a  proportion- 
ate share  of  the  burden  and  the  sacrifice.  Strong  first 
line  fronts  on  land,  sea  and  in  the  air  are  needed 
and  can  be  developed  and  maintained  only  if  there  is 
unity  of  purpose  and  common  determination  behind 
the  home  front. 

As  men  are  drawn  into  service  the  burden  of 
carrying  on  rests  more  heavily  upon  those  forced  to 
remain  at  home.  Here,  team  work  becomes  increas- 
ingly important  because  of  constantly  diminishing 
manpower.  A  general  breakdown  in  essential  local 
activities  and  law  observance  can  only  be  prevented 
by  whole  hearted  cooperation  between  citizens  and 
leaders. 

There  is  no  field  of  endeavor  where  cooperation 
and  compliance  with  law  and  regulation  are  more 
needed  than  that  of  forest  fire  control.  The  most  ef- 
fective and  economical  effort  in  this  field  of  activity 
is  that  of  prevention.  The  old  adage  "an  ounce  of 
prevention"  being  "worth  a  pound  of  cure"  was 
never  more  aptly  applied  than  to  forest  fire  control. 

The  forest  fire  warden  is,  by  law,  the  designated 
local  leader  in  forest  fire  matters.  He  exercises  his 
prerogatives  and  discharges  his  duties  as  such  under 
the  direction  of  the  State  Forester.  There  was  never 
a  time  when  the  warden  needed  each  citizen's    good 
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will  and  cooperation  more  than  he  does  now.  With 
manpower  waning,  fire  prevention,  through  efficient 
preparation,  care  with  fire  and  compliance  with 
necessary  regulations  becomes  a  vital  duty  of  citizen- 
ship. 

For  years  efforts  have  been  made  to  improve  the 
usual  bad  Spring  and  Fall  fire  record.  It  was  not 
until  this  year,  however,  that  this  problem  was,  to  a 
great  extent  solved  when  permit  burning  was  more 
rigidly  restricted.  Forest  fire  wardens  were  instruct- 
ed not  to  issue  permits  except  when  it  was  raining 
and  during  the  wet  period  immediately  following 
rains.  This  plan  worked  out  so  well  it  has  been  de- 
cided to  make  it  the  established  policy  governing 
legal  burning. 

Everyone  is  well  acquainted  with  the  several 
civilian  defense  groups.  Many  of  our  fellow  towns- 
men are  serving  in  one  or  other  of  them.  It  is  only 
recently,  however,  that  the  Office  of  Civilian  Defense, 
recognizing  the  threat  forest  fires  are  to  our  timber 
facilities  and  resources  and  the  possible  disruption 
of  war  activities  in  critical  areas,  established  the 
"Forest  Fire  Fighters  Service."  Its  purpose  is  to 
provide  fire  fighters,  equipped  and  trained,  to  streng- 
then the  hand  of  the  local  forest  fire  warden;  to  ac- 
quaint the  people  in  the  area  with  their  responsibility 
in  fire  prevention  and  suppression  and  to  provide  an 
opportunity  for  people  in  and  near  forested  areas  to 
participate  in  the  war  effort.  The  State  Forester  is 
the  State  Coordinator;  the  District  Fire  Chiefs  are 
District  Coordinators  and  the  Warden  is  the  Local 
Coordinator.  The  Forest  Fire  Fighters  Service  per- 
sonnel will  be  registered  under  the  direction  of  the 
Office  of  Civilian  Defense ;  it  will  be  trained  by  the 
local  warden  and  his  assistants,  aided  by  the  District 
Chief.       Individual  citizens  are  urged  to     join     this 
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service  group  by  applying  to  their  local  forest  fire 
warden.  By  becoming  a  part  of  this  organization  lo- 
cally, individuals  can  contribute  their  share  toward 
the  proection  of  our  forest  resources  which  are  so  vital 
to  the  war  job. 

During  this  critical  period  it  is  more  than  ever 
the  part  of  good  and  prudent  citizenship  to  remember : 

1.  That  permission  to  burn  in  or  near  woodland 
or  where  fire  may  be  communicated  to  woodland  must 
be  secured  from  the  forest  fire  warden  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

2.  To  be  careful  when  smoking  in  or  near  the 
woods  and  not  to  throw  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  or 
matches  from  moving  vehicles. 

3.  To  notify  your  local  warden  promptly  of  any 
fires  you  see. 

4.  That  fire  prevention  is  the  best  and  cheapest 
fire  insurance. 

5.  To  be  fire-minded;  be  careful;  be  cooperative 
and  thus  help  your  warden  prevent  forest  fires.  This 
is  patriotism  at  work.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

February  10,  1943. 
Herewith   is   submitted   my   ninth   annual   report 
with  statistics  for  the  school  year    ending    June     30, 
1942. 
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Schools  opened  this  present  year  with  two  chang- 
es in  the  teaching  staff.  Mrs.  Ursula  George  was 
transferred  from  Meadows  School  to  take  charge  of 
the  Intermediate  School  at  the  Hill  and  Miss  Marvel 
Proctor  of  Whitefield,  a  teacher  of  experience,  was 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  at  the  Meadows.  Miss 
Mary  Mead  who  had  for  several  years  served  success- 
fully as  assistant  teacher  in  the  High  School  resigned 
in  November  to  accept  a  position  with  the  United 
States  Government. 

Mrs.  Elsie  Dorr,  a  graduate  of  the  four  year 
course  at  Keene  Teachers'  College  is  now  substituting 
for  Miss  Mead. 

At  the  present  time  tnrollment  in  the  Senior 
High  School  is  small — 12  pupils — with  prospects  of 
perhaps  15  pupils  for  next  year.  The  primary  room 
at  the  Hill  is  still  somewhat  over-crowded  for  the 
three  grades — 34  pupils  having  been  registered  there 
this  year.  The  other  schools  of  the  town  are  carry- 
ing on  with  a  normal  registration. 

It  is  suggested  that  consideration  be  given  to  a 
plan  for  transferring  the  Senior  High  pupils  to  Lan- 
caster and  operate  the  eight  grades  at  the  Hill  with 
three  teachers,  distributed  as  follows:  Grades  one 
and  two  under  one  teacher;  Grades  three,  four  and 
five  with  one  teacher,  and  Grades  six,  seven  and 
eight  with  one  teacher.  The  expense  of  operating 
the  schools  would  be  about  the  same  as  at  present  but 
opportunity  for  the  pupils  should  be  greater,  es- 
pecially for  Senior  High  and  first  grade. 

The  attendance  for  all  schools  for  the  last  com- 
plete school  year  was  92.5  per  cent.  Except  for  in- 
terruptions caused  by  illness,  the  attendance  record 
of  the  great  majority  of  children  has  been  good. 
This  has  encouraged  better  school  work. 

Your  Superintendent  has,  as  in  previous     years. 
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visited  all  schools  at  regular  intervals,  listened  to 
and  inspected  work  in  the  various  classes  and  en- 
deavored to  see  that  work  commensurate  to  the 
grade  and  pupils'  ability  has  been  accomplished.  The 
excellent  cooperation  from  the  teachers  has  been 
highly  appreciated. 

The  annual  health  examinations  have  been  given 
by  Dr.  L.  C.  Aldrich  with  the  usual  follow-up  by  the 
school  nurse,  Mrs.  Mary  Spaulding. 

Some  work  remains  to  be  done  on  the  toilets  at 
Meadows  School  and  also  the  boys  toilet  at  the  Hill. 

No  special  change  has  been  made  in  the  course 
or  program  of  study.  Some  reference  books  concern- 
ing aviation  have  been  added  to  the  High  School 
Library. 

The  School  Board  and  Superintendent  have  pre- 
pared a  budget  for  1943-44  and  this  may  be  found  in 
another  section  of  the  report.
